BIG JEWELRY THEFT 


J ohn Adams, destined to be the 
second president of the United States. 
was born in the quiet Massachusetts 
village of B raintree 173 years ago 
today. 
His boyhood days 
differed 
little from that of o ther Massachu­ 
setts lads, although he showed m a r k ­ 
ed ability in his studies at Harvard, 
from w h i c h he was 
g ra duated 
in 
1735. 
After this he began the study 
of law. 
Three years later he was 
adm itted to the bar and there after 
devoted himself to public life. 
His 
training was quite the opposite of 
that of 
his 
predecessor, 
George 
W ashington, for his was a legal tra in ­ 
ing. whereas W ashington's had been 
military. 
Few presidents have step- 
l>ed into the chair with a more th o r ­ 
oughly equipped training than 
did 
Jo h n Adams. 
Soon after he entered 
upou legal practice he was appoint­ 
ed advocate general representative in 
the congress of the province and later 
was elected to the colonial congress. 
Jo h n Adams was a m em ber of the 
com m ittee which formulated the Dec­ 
laration of Independence. 
In 
1776 
he was appointed chief justice, but 
declined the honor. 
During the war 
his services were frequently needed 
on diplomatic e rran d s and he accom­ 
plished much for the United States 
in this way. 
It was John 
Adams 
who was selected to go to England 
to treat for peace in 1779 and later 
he was appointed United States m in­ 
ister to England. 
So successful was 
he that upon his re tu rn he received 
th e th an k s of congress and was elect­ 
ed vice president. 
This training had 
fitted him thoroughly for the office 
which he was about to fill and upon 
the re tire m en t of 
W ashington 
he 
was chosen to tak e up th e reins of 
government. 
He enjoyed his mental 
faculties to the end of his long life, 
which closed July 4, 1826.
